MARIO CORBETT, ARCHITECT 



No "trespassing" through one room 
to reach another, in this cleverly ar- 
ranged floor plan. Privacy for all 
rooms, with plenty of natural light. 
View from large living room windows 
is unobstructed all the way through 
to far end of dining room. "The plan's 
the thing," explains Architect Mario 
Corbett. 

But he didn't stop there, for his mod- 
ernized version of the California 
ranch house is convincing proof that 
it pays to call in a competent archi- 
tect. The smart looking exterior 
makes skillful use of Redwood siding. 
Two patterns, alternating flush and 
"V" joints, create the effect of double 



width boards, the flush seams being 
invisible. Redwood also used for trim, 
gutters, foundation sills; and thick, 
rugged Redwood shakes. 

The broad chimney and fireplace 
add a note of distinction. The brick 
pot shelf covers the shaft for dumb 
waiter, which supplies wood from 
the 3-car garage, below the living 
room. 

Cost, including architect's fee, $8,600. 
The cost of a similar structure would 
of course vary according to location 
and other factors. If purchased for 
$8,600 through a 20-year F.H.A. loan, 
monthly payments would be approx- 
imately $72.63.

©using 
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Antique Your 
Furniture Yourself

Interior decorators and color stylists have been 
using "antique" effects for many years, with results 
that have gained increasingly in acceptance. Today 
you have only to inspect a showing of quality furni- 
ture to realize that this trend has become an accepted 
mode. 

Nor is this type of furniture a fad, its favor quickly 
to pass. The beautifully mellowed color harmonies 
possible with antiqued enameled furniture fill a need 
of the home-maker — allow her to add color to her 
rooms that is neither garnish nor clashing. 

Brightly enameled surfaces are quite desirable in 
bathrooms and kitchens, where it is possible to blend 
the entire decorative scheme of the walls and appli- 
ances into shades of the same or contrasting colors. 
But with furniture one must consider the rugs, drapes, 
wall coverings and other bits of color in the room. 

It is here that "antiquing" comes into its own. The 
addition of the antique glaze mellows the brightness 
of the enameled furniture. It makes for a richness and 
softness that is in good taste and most pleasing to 
the eye. 

You will find the antiquing of furniture most inter- 
esting. The main steps are clearly illustrated by the 
photographs. "Antiquing" is a simple process, easily 
done in your home. The tools are simple — the direc- 
tions readily followed. 

As antiquing is done over enamel, the first step is 
to prepare the article properly. Home enameling — 
you'll find it easy, too — is thoroughly covered in the 
directions on the cans. 

You may use any one of the many lovely new 
enamel colors to achieve the effect you desire. 



Allow the freshly enameled surface to dry com- 
pletely, then brush on a generous coat of antique 
glaze or, if you wish to soften the gloss of the enamel, 
rub it lightly with fine pumice and water. Cover the 
entire surface with the glaze (figure 2). On large 
articles do a complete section or panel at a time. 

If you wish to antique an already painted article, 
it is recommended that you first sand lightly, then 
apply a coat of enamel (figure 1). And here's a hint: 
turn a chair upside down and do the hard-to-get-at 
parts first. 

Antique glaze comes colored ready for use, elimi- 
nating the muss of tinting and thinning. 





Start the stippling or antiquing within twenty min- 
utes, while the glaze is wet. The sooner the wiping 
process is begun the lighter will be the final antiquing 
glaze. 

With a soft rag wipe out the center of a panel, 
rung, or knob. This need not be done too carefully 
as it is well to avoid sharp lines or edges. Then with 
a crumpled soft cloth pat the glaze lightly, from the 
inside outward, to get the stippled effect (figure 3). 
Most antiqued articles graduate from little or no glaze 
in the center to sometimes solid shading on the outer 
edges. 

The final step is to blend the glaze delicately from 
light to dark. Use crumpled cheesecloth for this, stip- 




pling lightly (figure 4). In this last operation you 
determine the amount of colored glaze to be left, 
which in the modern mode is a subtle suggestion, 
rather than heavy solids. 

Bone white finish is in reality an antiqued white, 
"grained" instead of "stippled" as outlined above. 
The steps are similar except for the manner of wiping 
the glaze. 

The boned effect is gained by dragging No. 3 steel 
wool, a dry brush, or dry cheesecloth over the re- 
maining glaze coating (figure 5). The boned texture 
is seldom seen heavy with glaze, as a small amount 
is sufficient to get the effect. 

Often one sees the "boned" glaze on very light 
shades of enamel as well as on white. The results 
are very pleasing. 

Although furniture is most frequently painted with 
a gloss enamel, an eggshell finish is often used as 
the base color. This finish gives much the same tone 
as the use of pumice and water on a gloss enamel. 

Monterey or Early California finishes are achieved 
in a pleasing, yet simple way by applying the boned 
antique effect over shades of base color, such as 
straw, driftwood, maize or other characteristic Span- 
ish hues. 

Undercoat the furniture as directed. For the final 
coats tint a white eggshell finish to the desired base 
color with color in oil. Then glaze and follow the 
boned antique directions already given. 

More elaborate techniques involve spray equip- 
ment and professional finishes. Technical Service 
Department, W. P. Fuller & Co., San Francisco, will 
furnish this information, if desired.

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Background for beauty— 

Hill FLOORS

Selection of flooring is one of the most commonly 
neglected problems facing prospective home build- 
ers. Part of this is due to the great number of seem- 
ingly more important questions that come to the fore 
when the future home is a point at issue. Another 
reason for floors being considered rather unimportant 
features of the newly constructed interior lies in the 
fact that, until the past few years, floors were not 
recognized as design elements. 

Since the floor is one of the largest single areas 
lending itself to decoration, and since the total effect 
of any room can be either made or marred by the 
floor, architects and decorators are now emphasizing 
the necessity of properly selected materials. 

High resistance to wear, pleasing appearance (par- 
ticularly from the standpoint of color and individu- 
alized design), comfort under-foot, ease of cleaning, 
quietness, and a cost within the budget have been 
termed the essential flooring requisites from the stand- 
point of satisfaction. 

Naturally not all of these characteristics are found 
to their maximum limit in any one flooring material, 
but a brief review of several up-to-minute products 
will prove a valuable guide for all home owners-to be. 

LINOLEUM 

Time was when linoleum was primarily thought of 
as a common-sense covering for kitchens and the 
bath. The passing of old-fashioned methods of lay- 
ing this material — with a hammer and handful of 
tacks — and great manufacturing improvements in 
both design and coloring have helped its present 
acceptance as a correct covering for every room in 
the home. 

First of all, linoleum is long-wearing. Good lino- 
leum, in many instances, has been in constant service 
fifteen to twenty years, sometimes even longer. 

Because of recent advancements in methods of 
installation, particularly over heavy lining felt, lino- 
leum today provides a warmer, more quiet floor than 
ordinary wood, and one that should never need ex- 
pensive refinishing. 

The feature of easy cleaning is unquestionably one 
of this material's outstanding assets, for in this 
age the busy homemaker has every right to enjoy 
"streamlined" methods of accomplishing household 
tasks. Linoleum's smooth surface resists dirt and 
stains and, in contrast to wood, does not act as catch- 
all for dust, is easy to keep fresh-looking and new. 
A daily dry mopping, an occasional washing, fol- 
lowed by waxing, is all the maintenance required. 
Expensive refinishing is never needed. 




From the standpoint of attractiveness, linoleum has 
quite recently come to the fore. Drab, uninteresting 
patterns have been replaced by a great variety of 
smart, colorful floors, purposefully planned to inject 
"atmosphere" into present-day interiors. These in- 
clude deep, richly marbelized patterns, striated jaspe 
effects, distinctive embossed tile designs, and un- 
usual geometrical arrangements, all styled to the 
times. If the manufacturer's line does not include the 
exact type of floor desired, a special original design 
and color scheme may be easily created by the 
architect. 

Many homemakers ask, "Is it absolutely correct, 
from a decorative standpoint, to use rugs over lino- 
leum in every type of room?" The answer is— yes. 
Linoleum is a flooring — not a floor covering. As a 
matter of fact, the handsome hues in the linoleum will 
bring out the rich coloring in good rugs. On the other 
hand, if the buying of rugs must be postponed, the 
linoleum itself provides a pleasing all-over floor. 

ASPHALT TILE 

A short quarter century ago, the average American 
home had concrete paving in the basement, which 
was often a damp, ill-kempt place. One seldom ven- 
tured into this part of the house except on errands 
of strictest necessity. Today, however, there is hardly 
a dwelling under construction in which this modern 
"Cinderella" is not preparing to steal the show. The 
reason for such a trend is the use of automatic heat- 
ing equipment that does away with the usual dirt 
and dust, and the development of a flooring satisfac- 
tory for installation in basements — Asphalt Tile. 

This product is the only type of resilient flooring 
that may be safely used over concrete floors that are 
in direct contact with the ground. It is not at all 
affected by dampness and excessive moisture as are 
other resilient floorings. 

Another highly commendable virtue of asphalt tile 
lies in the fact that its asbestos content assures fire- 
resistance. 

Bright colors and clear marbeling — features here- 
tofore lacking in asphalt tile — have just recently been 
produced in this material. 

RUBBER TILE 

This modern flooring, often called "The Aristocrat 
of Resilient Floors," is another deserving of attention, 
and particularly when distinction and enduring 
beauty are more important than a minor difference 
in price.

Much of what has been written about the cleaning 
ease of linoleum is true of rubber tile. Ink and other 
common liquids wipe up without stain. If the floor 
has been marred by some unusual accident, the 
original high gloss characteristic of rubber tile can 
be restored by dry buffing with steel wool. 

Because its natural resilience tends to cushion foot- 
steps and quiet noise, because it comes in a variety 
of colors and adaptable designs, this covering is 
appropriate for the entrance hall, living room, dining 
room and all other areas in which the added expendi- 
ture for a "better" floor can be justified by a stylish- 
ness and utility. 

Cork tile should also be mentioned in any discus- 
sion of present appropriate flooring materials, for its 
quietness and subdued coloring makes it ideal for 
libraries, studies and music rooms. 

These four types of resilient flooring — Linoleum, 
Asphalt, Rubber and Cork Tile — comprise the group 
of materials most likely to set the style pace in cur- 
rent and future cycles of home building. Each offers 
specific advantages which merit consideration if this 
important part of the interior, your flooring, is to be 
well planned.

This wardrobe takes into account changes in seasons and the 
different flowers they yield, changes in other elements of home 
interiors and flower containers suitable to them, changes in 
occasions and the use of flowers and accessories for each 
occasion. 

Long practiced in the use of flowers for every type of home 
decoration, such furnishers as Gump's have constantly been 
conscious of the many different uses for flowers and their con- 
tainers. 

Naturally, containers vary in color for different flowers, and 
flowers vary in color in different seasons.

To HOUSING'S fortunate readers who are planning to build 
their new home to ta\e full advantage of fine trees on the 
property, a word of advice: 

First, before you plan that stone wall around the 
dignified old oak, or design the patio for summer 
shade — or any other feature of your "outdoor living 
room" — insure your ideas coming true by having 
your trees thoroughly examined by a reputable, ex- 
perienced tree "surgeon. If your architect has design- 
ed your future home to take full advantage of trees, 
you should naturally be most interested in knowing 
they will enjoy a life span of at least as many years 
as you hope to live in your new home. 

Tips to the New Tree-Owner: Be sure the root struc- 
ture is outlined and protected before you put that 
brick walk down; don't forget a large, sturdy tree 
can "move a house" if your home is on too intimate 
terms with your trees. 

Remember last Winter? ... be sure weak branches, 
defective limbs and decay of all types are expertly 
removed or treated — not left to the none-too-tender 
mercies of next Winter's gales. 

A sound, handsome tree requires "vitality"' — the 
ability to grow and live under certain hardships; 
"structure" — inherent worth . . . some trees may not 
be worth the expense of keeping alive.

Every tree is an individual — it must have living 
space — room to breathe, at the trunk and roots. Don't 
bury the roots beneath heavy cement walks or step- 
ping stones, and very important, don't lower the grade 
under a tree to achieve some artistic effect. It may 
well ruin the tree's chances for survival or growth. 

If you have small children, and probably active 
ones, let them put a swing on a good, heavy branch, 
but be sure the branch can "take it" first! And, just 
for good measure, don't let Junior climb in small- 
branched trees — for his sake and the tree's as well. 

"Topping," a common practice among amateur 
tree "experts," will positively guarantee permanent 
defacement and ugly sucker growth at the stump- 
ends. When it is necessary to reduce the height or 
spread of a tree, the proper procedure is to head back 
to lateral limbs so that the sap can flow normally, 
not be forced to produce suckers at amputation 
points. A competent tree surgeon's work deserves 
the name, there are no scars or disfigurements on 
the "patient." 

To sum up, your trees, in poor physical condition, 
greatly detract from the appearance of your "outdoor 
living room" — they are only valuable in accordance 
with the treatment provided them. Trees can add 
dignity and charm, give shelter and shade ... be 
life-long companions — and this is the way you . . . 
new tree-owner . . . will welcome them, won't you?

"FLOWERS AT YOUR WINDOW, 
PLANTS AT YOUR DOOR" 

By Jean MacGregor Band 

Among the pleasant recollections of pre-war 
Europe, the tree-lined boulevards, the botanical gar- 
dens and the world-famous arboretums remain, and 
supplementing these, the great variety of window box 
plantings, the new and unusual ways of placing 
flowers still stimulate gardeners. 

Some of the more elaborate window boxes were 
glassed in and heated, miniature hot houses in effect. 
Paris, in rainy weather, was brightened for many by 
one in particular, and gradually "smiling acquain- 
tances" were formed between those who made a 
point of going out of their way to refresh their eyes 
at the living promise of a spring which had not yet 
come. 

Why won't San Francisco, Oakland and the neigh- 
boring cities to north and south where there are so 
many opportunities to have "Flowers at your win- 
dow, plants at your door," why don't we catch the 
torch and carry on, remembering the broken flower 
pots, the shattered plants, the spilled earth that 
bombs over Europe present the spring of 1941. 

Palo Alto is showing results with uniform street 
plantings or iris, ivy and magnolia trees. In Hum- 
boldt County some communities make a practice of 
keeping the main highway lined with hanging bas- 
kets full of growing flowers on the lamp posts. The 
Redwood Highway Association and the Chambers 
of Commerce of the northern counties have done 
magnificent pioneer work in their recognition of the 
value of flowers to the Tourist trade. 

The Santa Maria Inn is known the nation over for 
their arrangements of cut flowers, similarly the Ah- 
wahnee Hotel in the Yosemite. But visitors to our 
local hostelries have to be content with tired greens 
and faded flowers whose mere presence is an of- 
fense to the nose and eyes of sophisticated visitors. 

We who live in America and have a feeling of 
deep pride and affection for our home, should, in 
addition to our civic responsibilities, be ready to 
make any individual effort to add to the beauty of 
our community. 

Any house, any industrial plant, apartment house 
or public building can have a share in this type of 
gardening for community beautification. 




This type of gardening is neither difficult nor ex- 
pensive and can be varied according to individual 
tastes and pocketbooks. In business and industrial 
areas a system of cost and maintenance can be 
worked out with a minimum of expense, and the 
initial cost need not be great. In residential areas 
the same could be true but few individuals are will- 
ing to relinquish the personal pleasure of gardening, 
even on a small scale. The thing to do, of course, 
is to consider your own problem, consult your budget 
and act according to your limitations — but act. 

Don't be discouraged if you face wind and fog. 
One of the loveliest boxes in San Francisco faces 
North — practically sits out over the Bay, but the 
creeping juniper is thriving and unabashed. Through 
all the recent storm a box of genista faced the East 
in cheerful bloom. Think of Golden Gate Park, which 
John McLaren made for us on a wind-swept sand 
dune. 

A list of practical plants for various locations is 
available at Housing (and the San Francisco Garden 
Club or your local nurseryman can give you expert 
advice). Friends will furnish good advice; listen and 
accept their slips. 

Have a window box, or a pot or two in brackets, 
or shrubs at your door. Persuade your neighbors 
or your landlord or your boss to do likewise. It would 
require very little effort on the part of the individual 
to take advantage of the fact that the Bay Region is 
known to be the most flower conscious district in this 
country. We have the best flowers, the best climate, 
let us have the most colorful streets. "He who has a 
Garden has a Future."

We are all familiar with the industrialization that 
changed this living scheme, bestowing upon us today 
conveniences, ease and leisure undreamed of in 
other years. 

But with the increased leisure has come a sense of 
lack — a realization of a lost experience, a lessening 
of personal independence, a hunger for creative 
expression. 

The present movement from the cities is an effort 
to compensate the loss, and home planning and 
beautification in the form of lawns, landscaping, gar- 
dens, fences, patios, recreation and outdoor living 
areas may be seen everywhere as the result of this 
natural family creative urge. 

In the outer suburbs we now find an occasional 
fore-sighted home builder who has gone beyond the 
average suburban lot developer and has laid out 
his home site areas in a size and design to provide 
for production of the family's fruit and vegetables. 

Adobe Acres at Niles, California is a particularly 
fine example of this type of subdivision. The lots are 
of one-half acre or more — as desired — and each

finished home is completely landscaped to an indi- 
vidual plan by the California Nursery Co. An ade- 
quate family orchard is planted and space is laid 
out both for vegetable and flower gardens. 

All of this is included in the price of the homes and 
is completely financed under F.H.A. The importance 
of this plan to the average home buyer is obvious. 
Instead of moving into a new home, barren of shrub- 
bery and trees, the new owner finds this heavy work 
already done in an expert manner, following the plan 
of a professional landscape architect. He avoids the 
wasteful expenditure for material he hurriedly buys 
and plants for quick effect. Most of this he later must 
move (with the danger of losing) from the too shaded 
window or crowded border. He saves the outlay of 
from $50.00 to $125.00 per year the first two or three 
years, when he can least afford the additional ex- 
pense. His permanent shrubbery, trees, tiled patio, 
fence and barbecue cost him only two or three dol- 
lars of the regular monthly F.H.A. home payments. 

The Adobe Acres homes are not, of course, sub- 
sistence homes after the Borsodi pattern. A family 
could not live off the land even with a part time job.

California Spring 
Garden Show, ib41 




ABE P. LEACH 

"Rainbow Forest," with the biggest man-made 
waterfall ever created indoors or out, will be con- 
structed between now and April 30 when the 1941 
California Spring Garden Show opens at the Oak- 
land Exposition Building with its traditional formal 
Preview. 

Carloads of rock from the mountains have been 
shipped here to form the base of the gigantic "Rain- 
bow Falls" which will dominate the mammoth, 
naturalistic forest scene of the forthcoming Show. 
The rock is from the unusual "post-pile" formation 
found at Rainbow Falls on the middle fork of the 
San Joaquin River. An exact duplicate of nature's 
Rainbow Falls will be created inside the Exposition 
Building, and it will be the largest cascade ever built 
by man within the confines of a building, according 
to Julius Dohrmann, show director and member of 
the publicity committee. 



Howard E. Gilkey, landscape-architect-designer of 
the Show, and Jame: A. Petersen, superintendent, 
recently made a trip to the Rainbow Falls, making 
a scale model of the famous cascade and taking 
colored motion pictures to aid them in re-creating 
this wondrous natural spectacle for the Oakland 
show. Rainbow Falls is 140 feet high. It will be 
reproduced for the Garden Show one-fourth of its 
actual size. Thousands of gallons of water a minute 
will roar down the 36-foot giant cascade in the Ex- 
position Building. The effect, Gilkey predicts, will be 
"colossal," and Gilkey should know, for he has built 
ten of the twelve garden shows, many of them with 
waterfalls of all sizes. 

Carpenters, electricians, bricklayers, masons and 
gardeners have started to build the "Rainbow For- 
est." Giant redwood trees are being built now in the 
outdoor gardens, adjoining the Exposition Building 
at Tenth and Fallon streets, and wild-flower seeds 
planted weeks ago are now springing up, getting 
ready to bloom in the outdoor gardens. 

Cross-cut sections from redwood trees will be used 
for table tops on which the cut-flower exhibits will be 
placed. Threes from the Santa Cruz mountains were 
obtained for this purpose, so as to keep the naturalis- 
tic theme of the Garden Show perfect in every detail, 
Dohrmann said. Thirty young, second-growth red- 
wood trees are being used to make the borders along 
the winding pathways separating the luxurious dis- 
plays of plants and blooms in the various horticul- 
tural exhibits. 

Covering three acres, the 1941 show will be larger 
in area, horticultural and trade exhibits than ever 
before, Abe P. Leach, Show president, pointed out. 

The show, which has attracted more than 100,000 
visitors annually during the past several years, is 
expected to set another record in attendance, Walter 
Clark, show secretary, predicted.

Home Lighting? 

(Circle T if statement is True, F if statement is False) 



I get from 10 to 15 times as much usable 
light for my money in my rooms that have 
white or near-white ceiling and walls, as 
I get in my rooms with dark walls and 
ceiling. 

Dull brown, green, or grey paint reflects 
only about 5% of the light falling on it, 
and absorbs about 95%. 

The number and kind of lighting fixtures 
I need in each room is determined by the 
height of the ceiling, size of the room, tex- 
ture and color of walls, and the use to 
which the room is put. 

A study of lighting literature offered free 
will allow me to recognize among the con- 
fusing mass of fixtures offered, the few 
which are genuinely modern and able to 
provide good lighting. 

A lighting fixture is one of the first things 
any one will notice upon entering my new 
home because any point or area of light is 
an irresistible attraction to the eye. 

A footcandle of light from a flame-tint or 
other colored bulb costs me many times as 
much as from an inside frosted bulb. The 
color holds back most of the light and lets 



only rays of its own color through. An in- 
side frosted bulb lets virtually all light 
through. 

Lighting built into the architectural fea- 
tures of a room adds grace and distinction 
to the decorative scheme as well as to the 
lighting, but it must be planned while the 
house is in the blueprint stage. 

Paint and other pigments are NOT color — 
they merely reflect selected light rays and 
I see these rays as color. Color exists only 
in LIGHT. 

Reading a brightly lighted page when the 
rest of the room is dark causes eyestrain 
and fatigue. 

I need three times as much light to read a 
newspaper as I need to read this I. Q. or 
any well-printed book. 

Twenty cents out of every dollar's worth 
of light will never get outside a fixture or 
bulb that has a coating of dust. 

Police departments endorse outdoor light- 
ing that can be switched on and off from 
house and garage, I a powerful protection 
against criminals.
